MOTION 


The Greater Chinatown Business Improvement District (BID) was established in 2010 
and is in the process of renewing. The BID area consists of approximately 30 blocks from 
Figueroa Terrace and the 110 Freeway on the west, to Cottage Home Street on the north, North 
Main Street on the east, and Cesar E. Chavez Avenue on the south. To renew the BID, 
proponents must follow the procedures for establishment as provided by State Law and submit a 
Management Plan and Engineer’s Report to the City Clerk for approval. 

On October 29, 2019, the City Council authorized the City Clerk to execute a contract 
with New City America, Inc. in the amount of $24,900 for consulting services associated with 
renewing the BID. The contract will expire on August 1,2020 (C.F. 12-0489). 

The BID has brought numerous benefits to the Chinatown community, including cleaner 
streets and sidewalks, graffiti removal and neighborhood beautification. The City Council should 
extend the existing contract with New City America, Inc. by one year to August 1, 2021. It is 
anticipated that the contract extension will provide sufficient time for the renewal to be 
completed. No additional funds are required. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council: 

1. Extend the contract between the City and New City America, Inc. for activities 
associated with the renewal of the Greater Chinatown Business Improvement District 
(C-134971) by one year, for a contract period of August 1, 2020 to August 1, 2021, 
with a one-year renewal option, subject to the approval of the City Attorney as to 
form and legality. 

2. Authorize the City Clerk to make any technical corrections or clarifications to the 
above instructions in order to effectuate the intent of this Motion.

MOTION 

The Street Furniture Revenue Fund can be used for multiple purposes including funding 
sidewalk improvements and construction of public amenities to improve the quality of life for 
public transit patrons, residents and businesses, including but not limited to, public safety and all 
expenses related or incidental thereto for each Council District. 

The Bureau of Street Services is conducting various improvements in Council District 5, 
which include tree trimming and other as needed improvements for constituents using our streets 
and sidewalks. Part of the improvements will include a pilot program to evaluate the 
effectiveness, benefits, and challenges of a sidewalk repair technique utilizing a precision 
horizontal cutting method to minimize the liabilities and hazards caused by uplifted, settling, 
and/or heaving sidewalk surfaces, which will be carried out by a City Vendor, Safe Sidewalks 
Incorporated DBA Precision Concrete Cutting. The limit of work for the pilot project is 
bordered by Santa Monica Boulevard to the north, Westwood Boulevard to the east, La Grange 
Avenue to the south and Veteran Avenue to the west. 

These efforts are of special benefit for the residents of the City and for Council District 5 and 
deserve financial assistance from the City. Sufficient funds are available in the Street Furniture 
Revenue Fund which could be used for these purposes. 

J THEREFORE MOVE that $200,000 in the Council District 5 portion of the Street 
Furniture Revenue Fund No. 43D, Department 50 be transferred and appropriated to the Bureau 
of Street Services as follow: 

$20,000 be deposited in Fund No. 100/86 Account No. 3040 (Contractual Services) 

$100,000 be deposited in Fund No. 100/86 Account No. 1090 (Overtime) 

$30,000 be deposited in Fund No. 100/86 Account No. 1010 (Salaries) 

$30,000 be deposited in Fund No. 100/86 Account No. 1100 (Hiring Hall) 

$20,000 be deposited in Fund No. 100/86 Account No. 6020 (Materials) 

1 FURTHER MOVE that the Bureau of Street Services be authorized to make any 

corrections or clarifications to the above fund transfer instructions in order to effectuate the 
intent of this motion.

The General City Purposes (GCP) portion of the 2020-2021 City Budget provides funds 
to assist local neighborhood programs services and needs in each Council District. 

The Police Department is coordinating various non-reimbursable overtime activities at the 
LAPD Wilshire, West LA, West Valley and Pacific Divisions. This effort is of special benefit for 
the residents of the City and for CD-5 and deserves financial assistance from the City. 

Sufficient funds are available in the Council District 5 sub-account of the Council District 
Community Services line item in the GCP portion of the 2020-21 budget for this purpose. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that $70,000 in the General City Purposes Fund No. 100-56, 
Account No. 0705 (CD 5 Community Services) be transferred / appropriated to the Police Fund 
No. 100-70, Account No. 1092 (Overtime - Police Officers) for various non-reimbursable 
overtime activities in Council District Five to be allocated as follows: $25,000 to Wilshire 
Division; $25,000 to West LA Division; $10,000 to West Valley Division; and, $10,000 to Pacific 
Division. 

I FURTHER MOVE that the Police Department be authorized to make any corrections, 
clarifications or revisions to the above fund transfer instructions, including any new instructions, 
in order to effectuate the intent of this Motion.

MOTION 

On February 6, 2020, the City Council initiated street vacation proceedings for a portion 
of West Second Street between South Hill and South Olive Street (C.F. 19-1428). The Colburn 
School is expanding their campus at this site and intends to redevelop this parcel into an open-air 
amphitheater. The area is currently used as a surface parking lot; however, the Colburn School is 
seeking to use this area to also engage in pre-development activities prior to the completion of 
the street vacation proceedings. In order to conduct this work, the Colburn School is seeking the 
issuance of a revocable permit to use the area for parking, fencing, and other pre-development 
activities. 

The processing of a revocable permit and the pending vacation request will support 
improvements to public and private infrastructure while maintaining adequate roadway and 
public right-of-way widths. Adoption of this Motion does not constitute or imply approval of the 
vacation. 

I THEREFORE MOVE that the Bureau of Engineering be authorized to issue a revocable 
permit to the Colburn School for a portion of West Second Street between Hill Street and Olive 
Street in order to allov/ for the area to be used for parking, fencing, and pre-development activities 
prior to the completion of the street vacation request (VAC-E1401369) for this same area.

MOTION 

As part of its mission, the Department on Disability (DOD) is responsible for 
proposing, developing, and implementing policies, programs, and services that will 
improve the quality of life for persons with disabilities. The County of Los Angeles is 
home to more than a million individuals with disabilities, with approximately 26 percent 
living in poverty and more than 40 percent living in households that are food insecure. 

The Mayor’s Safer at Home order lead to the creation of DOD’s Angelenos with 
Disabilities Meal Program, which was created as a temporary lunch delivery service to 
bridge the hunger gap that exists for people with disabilities during the COVID-19 
pandemic in the City of Los Angeles. The program provided home-delivered healthy 
meals to persons with disabilities by partnering with the FOX Corporation, which 
provided approximately 2.000 meals per day. Additionally, DOD partnered with the 
Khalsa Care Foundation, on behalf of the Sikh Community, to provide and deliver an 
additional 1,000 meals per day through Access Paratransit. Following the conclusion of 
the City's partnership with the FOX Corporation on June 12. die Khalsa Care Foundation 
prepared an additional 2,000 meals per day, providing a total of 3.000 meals per day. 

Through these partnerships, the Angelenos with Disabilities Meal Program 
provided approximately 3,000 meals per day or 15,000 meals per week. The program was 
supported primarily through generous donations and volunteer time. However, due to 
limited funds, the program terminated and provided its last meal deliver)- on July 17. 
2020, leaving thousands of Angelenos food insecure. To continue this program, the City 
should expand upon this commitment by providing additional funding to DOD for its 
efforts in providing meals to persons with disabilities. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the City Council allocate $1,000,000 from the 
Coronavirus Aid, Relief, and Economic Security' Act (CARES Act) funding to the 
Department on Disability to continue the Angelenos with Disabilities Meal Program: and, 

1 FURTHER MOVE that the City Council instruct the Department on Disability, 
in cooperation with the City Administrative Officer, to report on the feasibility of 
expanding upon the City's existing partnership with the Khalsa Care Foundation to 
continue to provide meals for the program.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
rules, regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with 
the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, under existing law, the Public Utilities Commission has regulatory authority 
over public utilities, including telephone corporations; and 

WHEREAS, existing law establishes the California Advanced Services Fund (CASF) in 
the State Treasury with the goal to approve funding by December 31, 2022, for infrastructure 
projects that will provide broadband access to no less than 98% of California households in each 
consortia region, as identified by the commission on or before January 1,2017; and 

WHEREAS, currently pending before the State Senate, is a bill, AB 570 (Aguiar-Curry) 
which, as amended in the Senate on June 29, 2020, would revise the goal of the CASF to provide 
that its goal is to approve funding by an unspecified date, for infrastructure projects that will 
provide broadband access to no less than 98% of California households in each consortia region, 
as identified by the commission on or before January 1,2017; and 

WHEREAS, AB 570 (Aguiar-Curry) would also establish the State Agency Direct 
Allocation Account in the CASF and would specify that the moneys in the account, upon 
appropriation by the Legislature, would be used for various purposes, including upgrades to low- 
income census blocks to enable distance learning and telehealth and telemedicine; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles should SUPPORT AB 570 (Aguiar-Curry) as 
amended in the State Senate on June 29, 2020, because it will help more Californians receive 
reliable internet service to participate in a post-COVID-19 social and economic environment; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the 
adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 State 
Legislative Program support of AB 570 (Aguiar-Curry), as amended, which would revise the goal 
of the California Advanced Services Fund and establish the State Agency Direct Allocation 
Account to be used for various purposes, including upgrades to broadband infrastructure in low- 
income census blocks to enable distance learning and telehealth and telemedicine.

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, the COVID-19 pandemic continues to threaten public health and safety, particularly among the traveling 
public and frontline airline industry and service workers, and has exposed serious vulnerabilities in current 
procedures to keep people safe at America’s airports. Since March the current patchwork of ad hoc measures at 
individual airports and airlines has created confusion for passengers and potentially hastened transmission of the 
deadly virus domestically and internationally. 

WHEREAS, the COVID-19 pandemic is a crisis for the aviation industry, leading to devastating losses of passenger 
traffic and revenue that U.S. airports are dependent on in order to maintain and improve facilities. Many airports 
including the Los Angeles International Airport (LAX) are experiencing severe financial duress leading to furloughs, 
retirement incentive programs, as well as deferred construction and safety improvements, and a host of other negative 
effects that are co min g more clearly into view as the pandemic continues. 

WHEREAS, the Trump Administration recently issued long-awaited federal guidance for airlines and airports but 
the non-binding document does not go far enough to mandate measures and charge federal agencies to take on any 
responsibility that addresses flying during a pandemic to reduce transmission of COVID-19. 

WHEREAS, many in the US Congress and Senate have been calling for federal standardization to improve public 
health and safety at airports. Senators Ed Markey and Richard Blumenthal introduced a bill to create a joint task force 
of federal agencies and industry' stakeholders to develop plans, guidelines, and recommended requirements to address 
disease spread during pandemics. The City of Los Angeles supports such proposals as an early step towards federal 
standardization, and advocates for Los Angeles World Airports (LAWA), the City department overseeing Los Angeles 
Internationa] Airport (LAX) and Van Nuys Airport (VNY), to participate in such working groups. LAX is the busiest 
origin and destination airport and the third busiest airport in the world. While the City of Los Angeles applauds efforts 
taken by LAWA leadership, no airport can fully address the gravity of a pandemic on its own. 

WHEREAS, while the joint task force called for by Senators Markey and Blumenthal is certainly a welcome step, 
faster, more nimble responses are required in order to protect travelers and help speed recoveiy to the travel industry. 
Americans cannot wait for a joint task force to be formed federally to address this fast-moving pandemic. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that we urge the US Congress to include additional funding and 
standards for health screening, viral testing, and enhanced sanitation protocols in the next round of economic stimulus 
expected to be taken up ahead of the August recess. This includes the following: 

• A federal mandate for all airport, airline, terminal concessions, and federal agency' staff and passengers to 
wear face coverings over their nose and mouth at all times in an airport, airplane, or in any ground support 
facility during a pandemic, unless they meet one of the exceptions specified by the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC). 

• FAA reform for funding flexibility: The Federal Aviation Administration should grant flexibility for local 
airport leadership and their first responder agencies like police and fire to spend funds on passenger health 
screening including COVID-19 testing, thermal imaging cameras to detect elevated body temperatures, 
olfactory or smell test screenings to flag passengers exhibiting this common COVID-19 symptom, and other 
emerging screening methods. 

• Dedicated federal funding sources for airports to pull from in order to adopt new passenger screening 
protocols. This includes releasing federal stockpiles of COVID-19 test kits for distribution to airports. 

• Dedicated federal funding sources to support enhanced cleaning protocols at all airports including additional 
cleaning supplies and janitorial staff, ultraviolet light cleaning devices and other related sanitation technology, 
enhanced personal protective equipment (PPE) for frontline personnel and regular COVID-19 testing for 
essential airport and airline personnel whether they are employed by the airport, the federal government, or 
the private sector. 
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• Dedicated federal funding sources for airports enabling them to make infrastructure enhancements 
supporting physical distancing and reduction of disease transmission. This would include new signage and 
floor markings, glass/plexiglass shielding, heating and air conditioning (HVAC) air filtration system 
improvements to reduce airborne tr ansmission of the disease, ultraviolet lighting systems that destroy viral 
pathogens, hand sanitizer stations, health screening and isolation areas, bathroom modifications that enhance 
the ability' to regularly clean and sterilize facilities, and potential modifications to doors or other aspects of the 
built environment to minimize the touching of surfaces that spread pathogens. 

• Retroactive funding reimbursement capabilities for airports who have already begun spending on the 
aforementioned screening and infrastructure improvements that slow the spread of disease. 

• A health insurance guarantee for coverage of all COVID-related costs for healthcare screenings or treatment 
for any frontline airport, airline, or terminal concessions employee contracting the virus. 

• For employees not already receiving this benefit, an immediate short-term disability style income supplement 
for airport, airline, or terminal concessions employees who have contracted the disease and arc therefore 
unable to work. Frontline workers should not have to dip into their own sick time during a pandemic to ensure 
they continue receiving a paycheck, 

• Support the continuation of wages, salaries, and benefits for airline catering employees by closing the Payroll 
Support Program loophole for airline contractors. 

• Dedicated research and development funds for airport leadership and staff to travel and meet with domestic 
and international partners who have implemented new technology and protocols at their airports to minimize 
the transmission of pathogens among travelers. 

• Federal standards set by the appropriate federal agencies for additional health screening protocols and 
technology including testing, sanitizing, and infrastructure improvements that prevent the spread of 
communicable pathogens. The City calls on agencies such as the Transportation Security Administration 
(TSA), Customs and Border Protection (CBP), the United States Department of Agriculture Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service (USDA APHIS), and the CDC to be involved, and for the federal government to 
provide additional funding to enable airports to implement such measures. 

• For any pertinent working groups that may form, ensure LAWA's involvement given the size of the airport, 
and their experience piloting and implementing measures at a large airport like LAX. 

• Closely consider measures LAWA has taken, such as pilot programs utilizing thermal imaging cameras and 
biometrics, cleaning protocols, and PPE requirements, as models that can be scaled at other airports. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by the adoption of this Resolution, the City 
of Los Angeles hereby includes in the 2019-2020 Federal Legislative Program SUPPORT for any legislation that would 
include additional funding and standards for health screening and preventive measures to curtail the spread of 
COVID-19 in airports and aircraft

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations or 
policies proposed to, or pending before, a local, state or federal governmental body or agency must 
have first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence of the 
Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, the storage, sale and use of consumer fireworks is illegal within the City of Los Angeles, while 
the storage, sale and use of consumer fireworks is not illegal in certain other jurisdictions within the 
County of Los Angeles; and 

WHEREAS, consequently, large quantities of legally and illegally obtained fireworks find their way into 
the possession of City residents who proceed to use them illegaly before, on, and after Independence 
Day, July 4th; and 

WHEREAS, these rampant illegal uses have in recent years posed a growing threat to the serenity, air 
quality and fire safety of numerous neighborhoods within the City and the ability of the City to fully 
police these illegal uses is impeded by their widespread nature; and 

WHEREAS, in 2020, fireworks-caused fires created more than 100 fires and 3000 calls to the Los Angeles 
Fire Department, including a brush fire in Shadow Hills, a car fire in Koreatown and apartment fires in 
Reseda and Northridge, plus fireworks-related problems in various other Los Angeles County locations; 
and 

WHEREAS, these fireworks also created noise nuisances that interfered with the quiet enjoyment of 
many residents and frightened many companion animals, some of whom ran off and became an issue 
for the Los Angeles Department of Animal Services to deal with; and 

WHEREAS, the most effective way to deal with the cross-jurisdictional availability of problematic 
consumer fireworks in jurisdictions where they are illegal would be for the County to pre-empt local 
laws and make them illegal on a Countywide basis. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence ofthe^awgr, that by the adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2D2G-20M-}eeal-Leg t illative Program a request 
that the County of Los Angeles consider adopting an ordinance deleting Exception 4 of Section 5601.1.3 
of the County Code of Ordinances so as to prohibit the storage and sale of consumer fireworks in any 
location within the County.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, 
rules, regulations or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental 
body or agency must first have been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with 
the concurrence of the Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, due to ongoing discrimination, many transgender Americans experience 
homelessness at high rates; according to the 2015 U.S. Transgender Survey, nearly 33 percent of 
transgender people experience homelessness at some point in their life, and this proportion 
increases to 50 percent for those who are Black, Middle Eastern, multiracial, or are 
undocumented immigrants; and 

WHEREAS, under the Equal Access Rule, the United States Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) requires emergency homeless shelters to place individuals in single¬ 
sex or sex-segregated shelters according to their gender identity; and 

WHEREAS, on July 1, 2020, HUD has proposed rescinding the Equal Access Rule; 
under HUD’s proposal, transgender clients would be housed according to their assigned sex at 
birth; and 

WHEREAS, shelter staff would also be required to evaluate a client’s biological sex by 
using height, facial hair, and other physical characteristics; and 

WHEREAS, under the proposed rule transgender, women would be forced into sharing 
emergency housing with men and be at increased risk of assault; as a result, some transgender 
clients will choose sleeping on the streets rather than risk being housed under these conditions; 
and 


WHEREAS, the proposed HUD rule would create unsafe conditions and barriers to 
housing and services for transgender people, and would further increase the high rates of 
homelessness in the transgender community and should be rescinded; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by 
the adoption of this Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-20 Federal 
Legislative Program OPPOSITION to proposed administrative action by the United States 
Department of Housing and Urban Development to rescind the Equal Access Rule which allows 
emergency homeless shelters to house transgender clients according to their gender identity

WHEREAS, any official position of the City of Los Angeles with respect to legislation, rules, regulations 
or policies proposed to or pending before a local, state or federal governmental body or agency must have 
first been adopted in the form of a Resolution by the City Council with the concurrence of the Mayor; and, 


WHEREAS, on March 27th, 2020 Governor Newsom issued the first of several emergency orders related 
to the COVID-19 pandemic, that modified eviction law in order to protect the general public from the 
inability to pay rent; and. 


WHEREAS, as of August 3rd, 2020 there are over 4.6 million cases in the United States, including 
over 154,000 deaths directly linked to the pandemic; and. 

WHEREAS, the City of Los Angeles has responded with great urgency to help all neighborhoods, but 
especially those most directly in need of assistance, including senior citizens and vulnerable communities; 
and. 


WHEREAS, a recent UCLA Luskin School of Public Affairs report estimates that over 365,000 households 
in Los Angeles County alone are at risk for eviction; and. 


WHEREAS, in early July, the City announced the Emergency Renters Assistance Subsidy Program, which 
was designed to help an estimated 50,000 + families stay housed regardless of immigration status; and, 


WHEREAS, SB 1410 seeks to further the State of California’s protections for renters by preventing 
evictions for non-payment of rent, and focuses on providing a framework for landlords and tenants 
to come to mutually agreed upon common sense terms; and, 


WHEREAS, SB 1410 provides direct tax breaks to landlords for rent forgiveness and halting 
evictions, while allowing tenants 10 years to repay back the debt; and, 

WHEREAS, the federal CARES ACT relief program ended at the end of July with no action by Congress to 
continue direct assistance, which has proven practically useful as landlord advocates report strong payment 
records from tenants in recent months; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, with the concurrence of the Mayor, that by adoption of this 
Resolution, the City of Los Angeles hereby includes in its 2019-2020 State Legislative Program SUPPORT 
for AB 1410 (Caballero), which would provide a framework to assist landlords and tenants by providing 
incentives to reduce or eliminate evictions, while providing a manageable timeframe for renters to pay back 
debt that occurred during the COVID-19 pandemic emergency.

On October 9,2019 the City Council authorized the Department of General Services (GSD) 
to negotiate and execute two leases of City space within the Broxton Avenue Parking Garage in 
Westwood. Suite A (C.F. 19-1042 was leased to Group Micro, LLC., a cell phone repair shop, and 
Suite D (C.F. 19-1044) was leased to Splatterz, LLC., an arts-and-crafts store. Both leases were 
negotiated by GSD, and set to commence in early 2020. However, the COVID-19 pandemic, and 
subsequent Stay and Home order, has severely impacted the ability of the lessees to occupy their 
spaces and to operate their businesses. 

The ongoing pandemic and the Mayor’s Safer L.A. Order, which replaced the Stay at Home 
Order on June 1,2020, includes social distancing requirements and restrictions on retail that make 
these businesses difficult to operate at this time. In order to ensure that the lessees can survive the 
pandemic and open their businesses once the pandemic is controlled, the City should postpone the 
start date of these leases until these businesses are more viable. 

1 THEREFORE MOVE that the Department of General Services delay the start of the lease 
of 1036 Broxton Ave., Suite D (C.F. 19-1044) to Splatterz, LLC. and the lease of 1036 Broxton 
Ave., Suite A (C.F. 19-1042) to Group Micro, LLC., until the expiration of the Mayor’s Safer LA. 
Order as it relates to limits on retail and public gatherings.
